TELEGRAPH MESSAGES COPYRIGHT, 

The following is a draft of the Bill entitl- 
ed AnQrdinance to sooure, in certain oanea, 
the rights of proportp in telegraphic mea- 
aages, read for a first time at the Legislative 
Couadi thid afternoon :— 

Whereas it in expedient to secure, in 
certain oases, the righta of property in tele- 
graphic messages. 

Bolt enscted by the Governor of Hong- 
kong, by aud with ths advices and consent of 
the Ligislative Council thereof, as follows :— 

t, This Ordinance may be aited for all 
Purpouee as The Telegraphic Mestages Oopy- 
right Ordinance, 1894, 

2, Whenever any message transmitted by 
telegraph from any place outside of this Oo- 
Jory, thall be received by any person, associ- 
ation or company in this Colony for the pur. 
pore of publication in any newspaper, or by 
printed oironlar or otherwise, to any limited 
pumbir of persons, members of or subscri- 
bers to any such assqiation or company, no 
pers, whether a member. of or subscriber 
to.auoh asscciation or company, or not, shall, 
without the consent is writing of such per- 
aon, atagoiation or company by whon auch 
message shall haye been received, prict or 
publish such telegraphic message, or the 
aubatanoe thereof, orany extract therefrom 
until after the expitation of a prriod of 
forty-sight honors from the time of the first 
publication of such mesaage by the person, 
associstion or company receiving the same. 
Provided always thatauch period shall not 
extend heyond seventy-two houra from the 
timaof the first reolpt in the Qulony of 
auch mesange.
